There is the 
well-remémbered example of what 
Prussia did in 1806. When Napoleon 
decreed that she should have only so 
many troops, she.got around.that by 
calling the maximum niimber to the 
colors ‘every six months, but all new 
men,. so that in.a short time she had 
a big reserve thoroughly trained. 

The present plan would prevent any- 
thing of that sort by limiting the 
number of officers, by prohibiting the 
formation of veteran associations, ‘by 
forbidding the organization of athletic 
societies unless it is proved that they 
are really for sports and not disguises 
for independent military groups. 

These restrictions, which it is ex- 
pected will\form part of the treaty of 
peace, intended to be definite for all 
time, .may not be disregarded after 
she has made final payment of war 
reparation bills.

‘Expected. to be Ready to “Act

PARIS, March 7, (Associated Press.)— 
President Wilson is being kept fully ad- 
vised daily by wireless of the develop- 
ments of the Peace Congress, so that 
when he arrives in*Paris-he will: be 
about as fully, informed as those, who 
have attended the sessions of the coun- 
cil of the great powers. - 

The complete military, naval, and 
aertal terms of the. peace treaty were 
sent to him textually by the American 
military and naval. advisers with nota- 
tions «and reservations.. This was an 
ehormous task, involving thousands. of 
words—sufficient to fill many columns 
in the newspapers. 

These details have not yet been made 
public, so that President Wilson has a 
much more intimate knowledge of the 
situation. thart most of those attending 
the conference. 

The present plan is to complete the 
Peace Treaty March 20. In- this. case 
President “Wilson -would have only five 
or six days to consider the main. sub- 
jects of the treaty when it has reached 
the ‘vital stage, except for the wireless. 

Brig. Gen. William W. Harts, former 
Military Attaché at the White House, 
has been placed in charge of the ar- 
rangements for the President's arrival 
and stay in Paris. The plans for the 
President’s coming are much the same

for formality and public demonstrations.

ence to do so. On Feb. 27 Represénta- 
tive Fuller took the matter up. with the 
President in a letter in which Mr. Fuller 
asserted his belief that the business 
sense of the people at large “ will be 
utterly opposed to the wanton destruc- 
tion of a navy worth $200,000,000."’ 

“Your letter of the 27th of Febru- 
ary,’’ says the President’s reply. to Mr. 
Fuller, ‘‘ has interested and gratified me 
very much, I feel as you do about the 
project to sink the German ships. It 
seems to me like the counsel of those 
who do not know what else to do, But 
I have not yet had the opportunity to 
discuss it with any authoritative naval 
men and therefore do not like to form 
a final judgment about it without hear- 
ing them. I shall take it up when I 
get back to Paris and shall not forget 
that your judgment: coincides with my 
‘own present conclusion, You are very 
generous in your personal message and 
I appreciate it most deeply, Your con- 
fidence on what I am trying to do gives 
me the most delightful reassurance.’’ 

Mr. Fuller’s letter to the President, 
which brought forth the foregoing reply, 
read as follows: 

‘Will ‘you please tell me if_there is 
any truth in the persistent rumor that 
the Allies. are going, to sink the Ger- 
man fleet because they cannot agree as 
to its distribution?

PARIS, March 7.—Raoul Peret, Chair- 
man of the Budget Committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies, in opening the 
discussion of the financial situation in: 
the Chamber today placed the assets of 
France on the coming March 31 at 159,- 
000,000,000 francs and her liabilities at 
181,000,000,000 francs, leaving a deficit. 
of 22,000,000,000 francs ($4,400,000,000.) 
He estimated that the after-the-war 
budget- would be 18,000,000,000 francs 
and the revenue 13,000,0U0,000 francs. 

The assets, mentioned by Deputy 
Peret, are the liquid resources raised 
to meet the nation’s expenses up to 
March 31 and not the entire wealth of 
France. 

M. Peret said that something must be 
done at orice, and that an internal loan 
was impossible. What was wanted, he 
declared, was a financial League’ of 
Nations. He read a letter which he had 
written to Louis Klotz, Minister of Fi- 
nance, on Feb. 6, which was along the 
lines of the interview he gave to The 
Associated Press on the same day, pro- 
posing the pooling of the indebtedness of 
all nations, as it was impossible for each 
nation to*pay its debts separately.

Train Rocked Like a Boat in Rough 
Water, Says New York Fireman. 


MINEOLA, L. IL. March 7.—Wilbur 
Lewis, Supervisor of Motormen of the 
New York Consolidated Railways Com- 
pany, was the first witness called by 
the State’ today in the trial of Thomas 
F. Blewitt, Superintendent of the South-

Tells Police He Knew His Assaliant 
by Sight and Had Been 
Followed Before. |

Securities valued. at were 
stolen from a financial~district mes- 
senger yesterday afternoon after he had’ 
been beaten with a blackjack and left 
dazed and bleeding on the sixth floor 
of the office building at 61 Broadway. 
The thief got away, carrying the meés- 
senger’s leather case containing Liberty 
bonds: valued. at $49,000, a. certified 
check for $5,800, 100 shares each of New 
York Central and Chesapeake & Ohio 
railways stock, and a $1,000 bond of the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company. 
Most of the Liberty bonds were in de- 
nominations of $1,000, and some of them 
were registered, it was said. 

Milton Strohm, the messenger, 17 
years old, of 182 Stagg “Street, Brook- 
lyn, who is employed by Leo M. Prince, 
20 Broad Street, owner of the stolen 
securities, was taken to the Broad 
Street Hospital to have a scalp wound 
treated. Afterward he gave the police 

a. description of his assailant, who, he 
asserted, he had known by sight’ for 
several months. 

“IT went to the sixth floor,’’ said 
Strohm, ‘“‘and had made. the first of 
my, deliveries to Joseph Walker & Sons, 
from whom I received a certified check 
for $5,800, which I placed in the bag. 
While I was waiting for the élevator a 
man, about 22 years old, aske@ me for 
the address of a broker. When I had 
told him the address he said I was mis- 
taken, and insisted that I go with him 
to the next floor and he would show me 
that the concern had moved to an of- 
fice there. As we reached tne stairs the 
man turned and felled me with a blow 


.| that stunned me. I got up and ran after 


the robber, down the stairs, to the 
fourth floor. I was too weak to keep 
on, and there was no one on the stairs 
to stop the man.” 

Strohm declared his belief that the 

holdup man had followed when he start- 
ed on his errands, which included deliv- 
eries to the Guaranty Trust Company 
and to Toole, Henry & Co. at 120 Broad- 
way. 
Strohm’s condition became more seri- 
ous last night, and an X-ray picture of 
his injury disclosed that his skull had 
been fractured. Dr. Hammett, who is 
attending him at the hospital, said he 
probably would recover.

“The United States Food Adictniest 
tion,” the statement: Says, “is officially 
advised by the War Trade Board that it 
has rescinded the regulation by which 
all applications: for licenses to’ export’ 
pork and pork. products to European 
destinations must have attached thereto 
a certificate from ‘the United States 
Food Administration to the effect that 
the commodity described had been soldi 
for export at’ price approved by the 
Food Administration. «At the same time 
the War Trade Board announces that all 
pork and pork products have been re- 
moved from the export conservation 
list. Both actions are effective March 
6, 1919."’ 


that the practical effect of the action 
is ‘to destroy the ability of ‘the United 
States Food Administration to stabilize 
the price of live-hogs. The Food Ad- 
ministration: wanted te continue the sta- 
bilization plan until March 31, when 
the normal marketing period of hogs 
farrowed in the Spring of 1938 would 
have terminated.’ No-further effort will 
now be made to stabilize the prices, it 
was announced, but the statement adds 
that from 85 to 90 per cent, of the hogs 
destined: for market have been sold: 

‘The European demand for hog prod- 
ucts will increase rather than diminish,’’ 
the Food. Administration says. ‘‘ The 
supply of live hogs coming fo “market 
in March and April will be greatly re- 
duced in numbers. The European Tani 
kets are opening rapidly to free trading 
in hog products and the area to be 
supplied is being made increasingly ac-

e statement concludes: ‘“‘ It is - 
sible that as a consequence of the Len 
eral situation the price of hogs and pork 
may go higher than the stabilized prices 
which have been maintained and which 
the Food Administration desired to be 
continued to March 31 next.’

cratic vote than usual 

Mr. ‘Wjiison has had a brilliant career 
in Butler, his-native county, and has 
served one term as:District Attorney of 
his county. He has always been a-sup- 
porter of his ‘more famous namesake, 
President Wilson. 

Wilson's victory, notwithstanding the 
other elements entering into the politi- 
cal situation in his district, probably 
was due as much to his platform of 
support for the President in his League 
of Nations plan-as to any other factor, 
for, knowing the district from ten years 
of residence there, it is improbable that 
any other factor could have changed so 
many voters in six months since the 
previous election. It is true, however, 
that only about 20,000 voters in the two 
eounties, or half the number that voted 
in the Presidential year of 1916, took

A Legal Reform. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Among the bills just signed by the Presi- 
dent is oné-which has often been conimended 
in your columns. and which .the American 
Bar Association has been urging upon Con- 
grees for eight years. It enacts for the 
Federal courts that *‘in any case, civil or 
criminal, the court shall give judgment after 
an ¢Xaminatimn of the entire record before 
the court, without regard to technical er- 
rors, defects, or exceptions which do not 
affect the substasitial rights of the parties.” 
This rule was prescribed by the Supreme 
Court for practice in courts of equity as long 
ago as 1912. It is the last ‘of a series of 
improvemefite which the association has 
recommended and which have been enacted. 

Among the most important of these aré 
the acts providing that equitable defenses 
may be interposed in action at law without 
the necessity of, a separate action; that’ if a 
mistake has been made in bringing a suit at 
law which should have been in equity, or 
vics versa, the suit shall not be dismissed, 
but shall be prosecuted by proper amend- 
mont; that defects in averments of citizen- 
Pp shall bé amendable even-on ‘an appeal, 
and that a decision of a State court that 
an act of Staté legislation is in violation 
of the United States oy om may be 
reviewed by. the Supreme urt, 
Th reforms will areiathe facilitate. the 

decision of cases upon the merits.

“ Expressionists” Exhibit Their 
Work—California Paintings. 


At the Babcock Art Galleries is an ex- 
hibition of paintings by @ group of art- 
ists listed under the title “ Expression- 
ists.’’. The title is intended to convey 
the idea of technique used as a means to 
an.end, the end being self-expression on 
the part of the artist. George Luks, 
with his famous “ London ‘Bus Driver,”’ 
is the nail of the exhibition. This won- 
derful piece of painting is driven into 
the consciousness as a thing decidedly 
beyond technique, a human reserd ag in- 
destructible ‘as the elder ‘Weller or old 
Pickwick himself.' But*what’ makes ‘it 
thé lovable thing it is? Not, certainly, 
the idiosyn: es of the vanished type, 
the huge fidwer in the buttonhole,° the 
tie, the benignant. grin, the flushed nose. 
All those could exist without our: spe- 
cial wonderment. - But the skill with 
which they are brought to our attention, 
the sweep of the brush, Hke the gesture 
of a Pavlowa, the airy modeling, full 
of breezy interludes, like the speech of 
the old cockney himself, the color, rich 
and simple and of an ancient yintage— 
these make the picture.

“Mice President of First. All-Russian,

WASHINGTON, March 7. — Colonel 

’ 
‘Raymond Robins, the former head of 
‘thé Américan Red Cross Mission to Rus= 
sia, who yesterday denounced Russian 
Bolshevism as the greatest menace now 
facing. the world, concluded his testi- 
mony today. He was subjected to a 
‘three-hour cross-examination by Sena- 
tors Overman, Sterling, and Nelson, and 
Major Humes, counsel for the committee. 

‘Colonel Robins referred to Bolshevism 
as “the beast,’’ but maintained that the 
Russians should be left to settle the 
thing their own way. He opposed allied 
intervention. At times Colonel Robins 
defended the Bolsheviki to the extent of 
expressing a Wisbelief in the stories of 
atrocities they have been accused. of 
committing by other witnesses, some of 
-them Federal officers who left Russia 
months subsequent to Colonel Robins’s 
departure.

In 
‘practically “every instance he @iffered 
with Colonel Robins as to the state of 
affairs in Russia, and declared that far 
from supporting Bolshevism the great

1918, guaranteeing the passage of our 
‘army through Siberia. We desired to 
prove our neutrality.in the civil war, 
and our loyalty to the Soviet as the 
de facto vernment by disarming, 
and we disarmed. . This circumstance is 
the best of our loyalty. Archangel could 
not be considered because the port was 
frozen, and the northern regions could 
not feed an army of 60,000 men

WANT RAILROADS RESTORED 


to Federal Ownership..- 


At a meeting held last night at the 
Waldorf Astoria, the Traffic Club of 
New York, consisting of traffic repre- 
sentatives of railroad, industrial, steam- 
ship, and allied interests, passed resolu- 
tions regarding the railroad situation, 
which the club will send to traffic in- 
terests throughout the country for ap- 
proval, and the substance of which it 
will urge upon Congress for adoption. 
Ralph S. Stubbs, general manager of 
the American Sugar Refining.

President of the club, presided at 
the meeting. 

The resolutions record unqualified op- 
position to Government ownership, 
management or operation of railroads, 
expressed disapproval of Federal con- 
trol beyond the limited period now pre- 
scribed by law, and declared in favor of 
prompt enactment by Congress of such 
legislation as would provide a uniform 
system of regulation in essential mat- 
ters, safeguard the public interest, in- 
sure adequate revenue to provide for 
equitable treatment of all questions af- 
fecting wages and working conditions, 
of employes and attract sufficient capi- 
tal to maintain and develop transporta- 
tion facilities which should meet the ne- 
cessities of the commercial, manufactur- 
ing and agricultural interests of the 
countr: 

The resolutions further stated that the 
railroads should be held by the Govern- 
ment only until remedial legislation 

could be enacted, tiat the individual 
organization of each road should be re- 
stored, and that legislation should be 

upon principles which would 
guarantee a stabilization. of rates and 
would conduce to profitable operation 
of the roads in the public interest.

NEW COTTON RULING. 


Bureau of Markets Calls for Liqul- 

dation of Old Contracts by May 1. 

WASHINGTON, March..7.—No objec- 
tion will be made by the Bureau of 
Markets to bona fide cotton sales or 
purchases under old style contracts for 
the sole purpose of liquidating actually 
existing long or short interests, provided 
such liquidation. is accomplished not 
later than May 1, 1919, after which date 
all transactions ‘must be new style con- 
tracts, as provided in the law approved 
March 4.
